Consumer 
lowest in eight months

WASHINGTON (AP) - The govern- 


ment reported today that consumer 
prices increased two-tenths of one per 
cent in July, the lowest monthly increase 
m eight months. 


President Nixon's-60-day price freeze 


announced on June 13, apparently was 
responsible for the small increase The 
increase in the previous month was 
seven tenths of one per cent. 


ihe Labor Department said there 


were increases during July in prices of 
food, rent and household services while 
prices of clothing declined. 


The price of food was five tenths of one 


per cent above June, well below the 
average monthly increase of 1.6 per cent 
during the previous six months. 


Nonfood commodities increased in 


price one tenth of one per cent after 
seasonal adjustment in July, compared 
with an average monthly increase of four 
tenths of one per cent from December 
through June. 


But the index for food purchased in 


grocery stores rose seven tenths of one 
per cent, which the Labor Department 
said is more than usual for July. 


Prices of most types of groceries 


increased, led by fresh vegetables, fresh 
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poultry. 


The Labor Department said some of 


the price increases may have taken 
place before the freeze went into effect, 
but were not measured until the July 
survey. 


The increase in consumer prices for 


the six-month period ending in July was 


at a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
7.4 per cent, with the price rise slower in 
the last three months of the period than 
in the first three months. 


The July increase of two tenths of one 


per cent in the consumer price index 
compared with an average monthly 
increase of six tenths of one per cent 
during the first six months of the year. 


It was the smallest increase since a 


similar two tenths of one per cent con- 
sumer price iibe in December of last 
year, while the Phase 2 controls were in 
effect. 


The low rate of inflation in July, 


coming after the big increases of the 
previous six months, seemed primarily 
due to the government's sudden freeze 
on prices in mid-June. However, the 
price freeze has been lifted on most 


products and administration economists 
say that although the August consumer 
price index may also show a small 
increase because of the freeze, the index 
is expected to rise again starting in 
September. 


TheJulyindexstoodatl32.7of the 1967 
base figure of 100, 5.7 per cent above a 
year ago. 


The Labor Department also reported 


today that real weekly earnings 
increased eight tenth* of one pe>- cent 
from June to July and real spendable 
earnings increased seven tenths of one 
per cent. 


However, for the year, real spendable 


earnings declined two tenths of one per 
cent, largely because of increased Social 
Security taxes, although real weekly 
earnings rose, the Labor Department 
said.

President Nixon is considering delaying 
until next week his long-promised 
California news conference, White 
House sources indicate. 


The delay could give the President 


more time to confer with some of his 
political advisers before making his first 
appearance in more than five months for 
questioning about his Watergate-stained 
administration. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 


he would be discussing the news 
conference with the President today and 
that some decision might be forthcom- 
ing about the date. 


Nixon and some of his top advisers 


settled down in California on Monday for 
a stay of at least two weeks. Ziegler said 
that, while at the Western White House, 
the President will work on legislative 
matters and on preparations for the 
news conference. 


Attention has focused on the meeting 


with the news media because reporters 
have not had a chance to ask him about 
Watergate developments since March. 


The White House says there will be no 


restrictions on questions reporters can 
ask. But there is no guarantee that, if 
asked, Nixon will go into any more detail 
on Watergate than he did in his 
television address to the nation last 
Wednesday night.

MOSCOW (AP) -Uniformed Red 


army soldiers ripped apart an Israeli 
flag today during a basketball match 
between Israel ane Puerto Rico at the 
World University Games. 


Part of the partisan anti-Israeli crowd 


at the tiny central army club gym where 
the game was played shouted "kikes, 
kikes" at the Soviet Jews who had been 
holding the paper flag with a blue Star of 
David on it. The flag was about a yard 
long. 


Throughout the game, other soldiers, 


wearing blue sweatsuits, jeered and 
whistled derisively at the Israeli 
athletes. 


The soldiers in sweatsuits filled the 


bottom row of the four-tier bleachers. 
They were there ostensibly as monitors 
for crowd control. 


It was the the third straight game in 


which Russian soldiers were used to 
harass and jeer the Israeli basketball 
players. The first incident was last Sat- 
urday when Israel played Cuba. It was 
repeated Sunday in the game against 
Brazil. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - White House

Little said about assassination plot 
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NEW ORLEANS (AP) -Federal and 


city law enforcement officials are saying 
little publicly about a "possible cons- 
piracy" to assassinate President Nixon 
during a brief visit here. 


One federal source close to the inves- 


tigation of the alleged plan said Monday 
it should be taken seriously even though 
nothing happened. 


"It's something you shouldn't pooh- 


pooh," he said. "You'll just have to 
watch developments of the next few 
days." 


But a source in the New Orleans Police 


Department commented, "This is going 
to be another one of those investigations 
which just drags on forever. I think it's 
been badly blown out of proportion." 


Both sources declined the use of their 


'.names. 


Police Supt. Clarence Giarusso said, 


"For approximately one week, we have 
been working on an attempt to assas- 
sinate the President. But as of now, we 
do not have sufficient evidence to put 
this in perspective." 


Giarrusso refused to say whether 


more than one person had been involved 
in the alleged conspiracy, whether an 
organized group was involved or why the 
conspirators wanted to kill Nixon. 


The alleged assassination conspiracy 


prompted Nixon to cancel a five-block 
motorcade down Canal Street on Monday 
as he arrived here to speak before the 
convention of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 


Instead, the President motored 


directly from the airport to the River- 
gate Convention Center. 


Meanwhile, the Secret Service filed a 


warrant against former New Orleans 


policeman Edwin M. Gaudet, charging 
that he had threatened Nixon's life in 
comments made in a Canal Street 
drugstore last week. 


Secret Service agents said they 


exchanged gunfire Monday night near 
Arroyo Hondo, N.M., with a man they 
believed to be Gaudet, 29. 


Authorities said they had no reason to 


connect Gaudet with the alleged assas- 
sination conspiracy. 


The Secret Service said it warned 


Nixon Sunday night that it had un- 
covered a "possible conspiracy to as- 
sassinate the President" and that he 
agreed to change his route into the city. 


But when he arrived at the Rivergate 


without incident, Nixon mingled briefly 
with a crowd gathered outside the 
building. 


Minutes later, he drew cheers trom 


some 4,500 members of the VFW as he 
acknowledged for the first time he had 
ordered the secret bombing of Cambodia 
m 1969. 


After flying on to the Western White 


House at San Clemente, Calif., Nixon 
was overheard to say, apparently in 
reference to the request that hi. New 
Orleans motorcade be scrubbed beu.jse 
of theallegedconspiracy, "They'll never 
cancel another one." 


Gaudet was arrested for throwing a 


burning flag on the hood of Nixon's car 
here in 1970. He also was arrested for 
another flag desecration in 1970. 


He was involved in a French Quarter 


bar fight in 1967 in which his pistol was 
discharged; He was suspended following 
the incident and was allowed to resign 
after a disciplinary hearing. 


BALTIMORE (AP) -The chief judge 


of the U.S. District Court of Maryland 
says Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
can't be subpoenaed to testify before a 
special grand jury investigating alleged 
political corruption. 


"That's because he has been put on 


notice by the Justice Department that he 
could be a defendant," Judge Edward S. 
Northrop said in an interview Monday. 
"He could agree to appear voluntarily if 
he wished, but that would be his own 
personal choice. He can't be made to 
come." 


Northrop also noted there arc- 


conflicting legal views on whether a vice 
president can be indicted while in office, 
something never done before. 


Aancw. former governor of Maryland 


is being investigated with other political 
and business figures-many of them his 
former associates-for possible extor- 
tion, bribery, conspiracy and tax fraud. 


Meanwhile, in Washington, a Justice 


Department spokesman confirmed that 
Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson had 
discussed the allegations against Agnew 
with White House chief of staff Alex- 
ander M. Haig Jr.

Richardson's session with Agnew Aug. 6 
to inform the vice president of the status 
of the investigation, the spokesman said. 


He refused to say why Richardson 


discussed the allegations with Haig 
before meeting with Agnew. 


"Executive privilege is a very grave 


question," Northrop said. "It is a valid 
defense, and it could happen. 


"In a confrontation on executive 


privilege, or on separation of powers, 
there would, of course, be a full-blown 
hearing. 


"What exactly can Congress and the 


courts get from the executive branch?

tion based on a newspaper story (about 
the welfare board action). Spee'ner said 
no official notice of the action was 
received. 


Pushed by Esler for a response to the 


story, Wylie said the response then 
should be couched in terms of an invita- 
tion to trustees' meetings to discuss con- 
cerns.

The outcome of a struggle for ad- 


ministrative control over Plamann 
School for the mentally handicapped ap- 
parently will have to await further in- 
terpretations of existing and new state 
legislation. 


Conflicting opinions have been issued 


by two state agencies on the efforts of 
Outagamie County Executive Alvin 
Woehler to bring the school under the 
umbrella of the new 15-member unified 
health board. 


Woehler's efforts have been resisted 


by the Handicapped Children's Board, 
which now has policy authority over the 
school, and Cooperative Educational 
Service Agency No. 8, which administers 
the county-operated facility. 


The school is now operated under the 


state Bureau for Handicapped Children, 
Department of Public Instruction, while 
the unified health board is under the 
state Division of Mental Hygiene. 


In a letter to Kenneth Poppy, CESA-8 


coordinator, Victor Contrucci. program 
administrator for the Bureau for Han- 
dicapped Children, said, in reference to 
statutes governing the school, "Noplace 
in this legislation does it allow the Han- 
dicapped Children's Education Board's 
responsibility to be designated to any 
other county committee or county 
board " 


He added that he had been advised by a 


representative of the Division of Mental 
Hygiene that "it is not possible" for a 


unified health board to assume respon- 
sibilities for school services. 


However, in a letter to Woehler, 


Theodore Dettweiler, district adminis- 
trator for the Division of Mental 
Hygiene, indicated he felt it was possible 
to continue the present status of 
Plamann 
School by 
making the 


members of the Handicapped Children's 
Education Board part of the unified 
health board. 


The statute under which the unified 


health board operates does not, however, 
permit the board to operate a school 
program. A "day services" program is 
permissible. 


Dettweiler wrote that the the pos- 


sibility of converting the Plamann 
School program to a day services 
program and funding it under the 
provisions of the unified health board 
statute

exploration." 


Dettweiler added that Senate Bill 


185, since signed into law, added a new 
dimension in that it puts greater 
emphasis and responsibility on the local 
school district to provide educational 
opportunities for the handicapped. 


"Applying for direct funding and ad- 


ministration of the Plamann School 
program (through the Division of Men- 
tal Hygine) then would be contrary to 
the trend, if not the letter of the law," 
Dettweiler wrote. 


He added that further clarification of

Kidnaping by 
Mafia 'hoax,' 
police claim 


ROME (AP) — Rome police trans- 


ferred American television man Jack 
Begon from a hospital room to jail today 
on a charge that his story of being kid- 
naped by the Mafia was a fake. 


Handcuffed to a policeman, the 62- 


year-old employe of the American 
Broadcasting Co. was taken from the 
Salvator Mundi International Hospital to 
the Regina Coeli jail. He was to be 
examined by a police doctor to deter- 
mine if he should be put in the jail in- 
firmary rather than a cell. 


Accompanied by his wife, Begon en- 


tered the hospital Monday after being 
missing for four weeks. Police ques- 
tioned him for hours and then charged 
him with simulating a crime and with 
stealing $1,700 from ABC's Rome office. 
William Sheehan, ABC's vice president 
for news in New York, said Begon was an 
administrative employe, not a corres- 
pondent, although he had been a 
correspondent in the past and still did 
some radio reporting. Sheehan also said 
Begon had not been assigned to do a 
story on the Mafia or anything else at the 
time of his disappearance. 


Guards were posted outside Begon's 


hospital room, and visitors were barred. 


ABC said about $5,000 was missing 


from its Rome office and told Begon's 
wife to "get a good criminal lawyer." 
But a spokesman said the network was 
waiting to see what the Italian authorit- 
ies did and had not filed any charges 
against Begon. 


Mrs. Begon said the charges against 


her husband were "absurd." 


"A man like my husband would never 


risk ruining himself at this stage of life 
over so little money," she said. "When 
the truth comes out, he will be vin- 
dicated." 


Begon disappeared July 22, and his car 


was found at Rome's Fiumicino Airport. 
Colleagues said he had been working on 
a sequel to a documentary on the Mafia 
that he prepared last fall. He returned 
home Saturday, but this did not become 
known until he went to the hospital on 
Monday. 


The police said he told them the Mafia 


kidnaped him and flew him secretly to 
the United States and back. The police 
said he first told them the Mafia released 
him after he promised not to go ahead 
with the program, then he changed his 
story and said he escaped. 


"We have proof that he simulated his 


own kidnaping," Rome's chief of det- 
ectives, Domenico Scali, told newsmen. 
He refused to give details. 


Simulating a crime is punishable by a 


jail term of one to three years, while 
embezzlement can draw as much as 
three years in prison.

saying all units had been put on the alert 
and that Ruiz was the air force's only 
"authentic" leader. Naval officers or- 
dered their men to stand by in their 
barracks, and air force commanders 
sent their jet fighters away from San- 
tiago to keep them from being grounded 
by the army. 


However, after extended consultations 


between Allende and the military 
leaders, Ruiz handed over his command 
to Gen. Gustavo Leigh at a ceremony 
attended by the president. 


"What happened was an isolated 


act.... It was misinterpreted," Ruiz said 
later. 


Allende blamed the unrest in the 


military on "certain political sectors 
who want to disrupt the internal dis- 
cipline of the armed forces." He did not 
elucidate.

Army soldiers ripped apart an Israeli 
flag today during a basketball game 
between Israel and Puerto Rico at the 
World University Games. 


Part of the partisan anti-Israeli crowd 


at the tiny Central Army Club gym 
where the game was played shouted 
"kikes, kikes" at the Soviet Jews who 
had been holding the paper flag with a 
blue Star of David on it. The flag was 
about a yard long. 


Throughout the game, soldiers in blue 


sweatsuits who made uo one-fourth of 
the crowd jeered an whistled derisively 
at the Israeli athletes. 


The soldiers in sweatsuits filled the 


bottom row of the four-tier bleachers. 
They were there ostensibly as monitors 
for crowd control. 


It was the third straight game in which 


Russian soldiers were used to harass and 
jeer the Israeli basketball players. The 
first incident was last Saturday when 
Israel played Cuba. It was repeated 
Sunday in the game against Brazil. 


Adin Talbar, Israeli delegation of- 


ficial, protested Sunday morning to the 
International Univzrsity Sports Federat- 
ion (FISU) and asked that FISU delegate 
a member of its executive committee "to 
observe that no organized harassment of 
any kind be allowed." 


"The team was harassed and had no 


one to protest to," Talbar said in a 
written report to the executive commit- 
tee. 


FISU did not send an observer to 


Sunday's game dut promised to have 
Claude Pineau of France, an executive 
committee member, at today's game. 


Talbar said after the j;ame today,

for comment.

Consumer price rise 
lowest in eight months

WASHINGTON (AP) - The govern- 


ment reported today that consumer 
prices increased two-tenths of one per 
cent in July, the lowest monthly increase 
in eight months. 


President Nixon's 60-day price freeze, 


announced on June 13, apparently was 
responsible for the small increase. The 
increase in the previous month was 
seven tenths of one per cent. 


The Labor Department said there 


were increases during July in prices of 
food, rent and household services, while 
prices of clothing declined. 


The price of food was five tenths of one 


per cent above June, well below the 
average monthly increase of 1.6 per cent 
during the previous six months. 


Nonfood commodities increased in 


price one tenth of one per cent after 
seasonal adjustment in July, compared 
with an average monthly increase of four 
tenths of one per cent from December 
through June. 


But the index for food purchased in 


grocery stores rose seven tenths of one 
per cent, which the Labor Department 
said is more than usual for July. 


Prices of most types of groceries 


increased, led by fresh vegetables, fresh 
fruits, cereals, bakery products and 
poultry. 


The Labor Department ^id corr>e of 


the price increases may have taken 
place before the freeze went into effect, 
but were not measured until the July 
survey. 


The increase in consumer prices for 


the six-month period ending in July was 


at a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
7.4 per cent, with the price rise slower in 
the last three months of the period than 
in the first three months. 


The July increase of two tenths of one 


per cent in the consumer price index 
compared with an average monthly 
increase of six tenths of one per cent 
during the first six months of the year. 


It was the smallest increase since a 


similar two tenths of one per cent con- 
sumer price rise in December of last 
year, while the Phase 2 controls were in 
effect. 


The low rate of inflation in July, 


coming after the big increases of the 
previous six months, seemed primarily- 
due to the government's sudden freeze 
on prices in mid-June.

Ziegler said 
that, while at the Western White House, 
the President will work on legislative 
matters and on preparations for the 
news conference.

have not had a chance to ask him about 
Watergate developments since March. 


The White House says there will be no 


restrictions on questions reporters can 
ask. But there is no guarantee that, if 
asked, Nixon will go into any more detail 
on Watergate than he did in his 
television address to the nation last 
Wednesday night.

Little said about assassination plot 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) -Federal and 


city law enforcement officials are saying 
little publicly about a "possible cons- 
piracy" to assassinate President Nixon 
during a brief visit here. 


One federal source close to the inves- 


tigation of the alleged plan said Monday 
it should be taken seriously even though 
nothing happened. 


"It's something you shouldn't pooh- 


pooh," he said. "You'll just have to 
watch developments of the next few 
days." 


But a source in the New Orleans Police 


Department commented, "This is going 
to be another one of those investigations 
which just drags on forever. I think it's 
been badly blown out of proportion." 


Both sources declined the use of their 


names. 


Police Supt. Clarence Giarusso said, 


"For approximately one week, we have 
been working on an attempt to assas- 
sinate the President. But as of now, we 
do not have sufficient evidence to put 
this in perspective." 


Giarrusso refused to say whether 


more than one person had been involved 
in the alleged conspiracy, whether an 
organized group was involved or why the 
conspirators wanted to kill Nixon. 


The alleged assassination conspiracy 


prompted Nixon to cancel a five-block 
motorcade down Canal Street on Monday 
as he arrived here to speak before the 
convention of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 


Instead, the President motored 


directly from the airport to the River- 
gate Conver.Uon Center. 


Meanwhile, the Secret Service filed a 


warrant against former New Orleans 


policeman Edwin M. Gaudet, charging 
that he had threatened Nixon's life in 
comments made in a Canal Street 
drugstore last week. 


Secret Service agents said they 


exchanged gunfire Monday night near 
Arroyo Hondo, N.M., with a man they 
believed to be Gaudet, 29. 


Authorities said they had no reason to 


connect Gaudet with the alleged assas- 
sination conspiracy. 


The Secret Service said it warned 


Nixon Sunday night that it had un- 
covered a "possible conspiracy to as 
sassinate the President" and that he 
agreed to change his route into the city. 


But when he arrived at the Rivergate 


without incident, Nixon mingled briefly 
with a crowd gathered outside the 
building.

Minutes later, he drew cheers trom 


some 4,500 members of the VFW as he 
acknowledged for the first time he had 
ordered the secret bombing of Cambodia 
in 1969. 


After flying on to the Western White

reference to the request that his New 
Orleans motorcade be scrubbed because 
of the alleged conspiracy, "They'll never 
cancel another one." 


Gaudet was arrested for throwing a 


burning flag on the hood of Nixon's car 
here in 1970. He also was arrested for 
another flag desecration in 1970. 


He was involved in a French Quarter 


bar fight in 1967 in which his pistol was 
discharged. He was suspended following 
the incident and was allowed to resign 
after a disciplinary hearing. 


BALTIMORE (AP) -The chief judge 


of the U.S. District Court of Maryland 
says Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
can't be subpoenaed to testify before a 
special grand jury investigating alleged 
political corruption.

The new levy figure of $3,721,036 was 


then multiplied by a "state growth 
factor" of 1.095 to arrive at an allowable 
increase of $353,498. An additional 
$12,920 was tacked on to compensate for 
the county having a higher population 
growth rate than the state average.

"We make a special effort the first 


week or two to follow up leads," Vanden 
Oever said. "After that, the thing lies 
dormant until the kid might get picked 
up in another area for one reason or 
another." 


The sheriffs department has a policy 


of picking up and identifying young- 
sters found hitchhiking along U.S. 41, 
and the police department will pick up 
youngsters hitchhiking in the city at 
unusually late hours. They have state 
law authority to do this, but they agree 
this is at best a hit and miss effort. 


The number of reported runaways 


nearly doubled between 1971 and 1972"in 


Appleton, rising from 121 to 206. Weaver 
expects it to be even higher this year.

John Wylie, a trustee, opposed Esler's 


suggestion, contending that the trustees 
shouldn't become entangled in a situa- 
tion based on a newspaper story (about 
the welfare board action). Speener said 
no official notice of the action was 
received. 


Pushed by Esler for a response to the 


story, Wylie said the response then 
should be couched in terms of an invita- 
tion to trustees' meetings to discuss con- 
cerns.

The outcome of a struggle for ad- 


ministrative control over Plamann 
School for the mentally handicapped ap- 
parently will have to await further in- 
terpretations of existing and new state 
legislation. 


Conflicting opinions have been issued 


by two state agencies on the efforts of 
Outagamie County Executive Alvin 
Woehler to bring the school under the 
umbrella of the new 15-member unified 
health board. 


Woehler's efforts have been resisted 


by the Handicapped Children's Board, 
which now has policy authority over the 
school, and Cooperative Educational 
Service Agency No. 8, which administers 
the county-operated facility. 


The school is now operated under the 


state Bureau for Handicapped Children, 
Department of Public Instruction, while 
the unified health board is under the 
state Division of Mental Hygiene. 


In a letter to Kenneth Poppy, CESA-8 


coordinator, Victor Contrucci. program 
administrator for the Bureau for Han- 
dicapped Children, said, in reference to 
statutes governing the school, "Noplace 
in this legislation does it allow the Han- 
dicapped Children's Education Board's 
responsibility to be designated to any 
other county committee or county 
board." 


He added that he had been advised by a 


represeniative of the Division of Mental 
Hygiene that "it is not possible" for a 
unified health hoard to assume respon- 
sibilities for school services. 


However, in a letter to Woehler, 


Theodore Dettweiler, district adminis- 
trator for the Division of Mental 
Hygiene, indicated he felt it was possible 
to continue the present status of 
Plamann 
School by making the 


members of the Handicapped Children's 
Education Board part of the unified 
health board. 


The statute under which the unified 


health board operates does not, however, 
permit the board to operate a school 
program. A "day services" program is 
permissible. 


Dettweiler wrote that the the pos- 


sibility of converting the Plamann 
School program to a day services 
program and funding it under the 
provisions of the unified health board 
statute 
"probably 
needs 
further 


exploration." 


Dettweiler added that Senate Bill 


185, since signed into law, added a new 
dimension in that it puts greater 
emphasis and responsibility on the local 
school district to provide educational 
opportunities for the handicapped. 


"Applying for direct funding and ad- 


ministration of the Plamann School 
program (through the Division of Men- 
tal Hygine) then would be contrary to 
the trend, if not the letter of the law." 
Dettweiler wrote. 


He added that further clarification of 


the new law would be needed before its 
full implications would be known.

all-out defense of the vice president. 
Stay away from the Agnew affair as far 
as possible. 


Possible criminal violations 


Agnew is under intense federal 


investigation on charges of possible 
criminal violations of various federal 
statutes involving bribery, extortion, 
tax fraud and conspiracy. 


Republicans who know about the 


Laird call to Anderson (described as 
"astonished" by the warning) assume 
that Laird and possible other party 
grandees have contacted other senior 
Republicans with similar warnings. 


Moreover, the Laird telephone call to

Fireman has fill of winter; 
retires for long summer 


In 29 years with the Appleton Fire 


Department, Don Dexter had his fill of 
winter. 


He rode what was once known as the 


"chimney fire run" for a whole year. 
There were always four of five fires a 
night when most houses had coal fur-

naces, Dexter remembers. On some of 
those cold winter nights, the chimney 
sparks would lodge under shingles, 
burn through and start attic fires. 


Dexter shivers. Back in 1955, he was 


up all night at a $200,000 store fire, the 
temperatures two below zero. He helped 
Kaukauna fight another store fire, at 16 
below. 


It seems only natural, then, that the 


assistant fire chief is planning his re- 
tirement as one long, warm summer. 


A big camping trailer is parked in the 


back yard of the Dexters' house at 817 
W. Spencer St., ready for trips south 
when the winter sets in. In the summer, 
he divides his time between the cottage 
on Lake Winneconne, fishing trips to 


Lake Michigan, work on three gardens 
— in the back yard and at the cottage, 
and at his daughter's farm outside 
Appleton. 


He has an acre of land 80 miles west ol 


Colorado Springs — a gift from his 
oldest son —and he knows where to fish 
for big rainbow trout. He has a 15-1/2 
inch prong trophy from a Wyoming 
antelope hunt. In the course of visiting 
their children, the Dexters have done a 
lot of traveling, five trips to California 
alone. 


Dexter says he was fortunate to get 


through some of the major fires with no 
injury more serious than a broken 
finger. But in the past 2 1/2 years, he 
has had two operations and a heart 
attack and, now 58 years old, he decided 
the time had come to take things a little 
easier. 


He was one of the three assistant fire 


chiefs from Jan. 16, 1965, to his re- 
tirement on Aug. 6. His previous ranks 
driver in 1950, lieutenant in 1958 and 
captain in 1961. He joined the depart- 
ment on May 21, 1944, after working in 
construction and at a paper mill for 
several years. Originally from Clinton- 
ville, Dexter came to Appleton in 1933 
and spent his senior year at Appleton 
High School.

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Changing trends re adoptions 


In 1958 there were less than a hundred thousand children 


adopted in the United States. In 1970 the number was over 
175,000. Now the number appears to be stabilizing but not 
because fewer people want to adopt children. There just are 
not many available. 


Not long ago a married couple seeking a child could be 


reasonably assured that a healthy, white infant would be 
available within a few months. Even five years ago the time 
limit was from six to eight months. Now the wait is 
generally two years or more. Nor is the shortage only of 
white babies. A growing race consciousness among blacks 
and Indians has put both in the ranks of prospective 
adoptive parents. There is also some opposition among 
minorities toward allowing whites to adopt their children. 
Pride, a belief in the need to maintain their own culture, 
and a growing affluence are all contributory to the change. 


The changing adoption picture has come about primarily 


because of changes in attitude among Americans. First, 
there is a larger demand for adoptive children because 
many couples now do not regard it as essential to produce 
their own offspring. The emphasis upon the dangers of 
overpopulation is a factor. Desires to adopt racially mixed 
children or those from poor countries or war-torn nations 
are influential. 


But at the same time the supply has not grown. Many 


more unwed mothers now keep their children than for- 
merly. New court decisions on the rights as well as the 
responsibilities of the unwed father are likely to increase 
this trend. At the same time singles are trying to adopt 
children. There is seldom now an emphasis placed upon a 
similarity in the national origin background of appearance 
of the child and his adoptive parents. The child's needs are 
the important consideration so that the atmosphere of the 
home rather than the income, age of the parents other 
children, even religion are not so important any more. In 
some states subsidies are given to adoptive parents, and 
private industries and agencies occasionally do the same, 
the latter especially when the child is handicapped. 


Perhaps the newest change in attitude that is beginning to 


show in the United States concerns the right or wisdom of 
the adopted child knowing his natural parents. There is also 
a slightly discernible indication of changes in the reluctance 
of courts to terminate parental rights. The latter change 
comes in part because the great majority of children who 
need adoptive homes and are currently in foster homes or 
institutions cannot be placed permanently because parents 
have not surrendered them for adoption but are unable or 
unwilling to care for the children themselves. 


There is probably a need to centralize adoptive proceed- 


ings in the United States although procedures in the various 
states do not differ greatly in general. There is also a need 
to facilitate the adoption of children fathered by Americans 
—particularly servicemen —in other countries. 


The changes concerning adoption in the United States are 


heartening. They reflect the wholesome belief that a child 
needs warmth and love and acceptance as a person and 
these are more important in determining what sort of an 
adult he will become than his chromosomes and genes. 


Business faxes reconsidered 


A major adjustment in political thinking on the ancient 


issue of industrial taxation by states in relation to com- 
parative state industrial development is illustrated in the 
new state budget act which for the first time exempts 
industrial machinery and equipment from the jurisdiction 
of the tax assessor. 


The result will be a gain of $60,000,000 a year for the 


Wisconsin manufacturing community, and the best as- 
surance from Madison in decades of the earnestness of the 
conviction that this state's future lies in steady and careful 
diversification 
and 
broadening 
of 
its 
industrial 


employment. 


It is not to question the earnestness of Gov. Lucey, his 


financial advisors, or the legislators of both parties who 
supported this unexpected change of posture in Madison 
that we recollect the fact of a bulging surplus of state 
revenues that made this break from past practice feasible. 
Rather, it must be borne in mind because there may be a 
time when the legislature will have difficult revenue 
problems again, and unless there is some proof of the 
relation between industrial growth and the tax climate, it 
may be difficult to retain this concession at a future time. 


The announcement of American Motors about a substan- 


tial enlargement of its production establishment in this 
state, and the fact that the decision was related to the 
substantial machinery tax exemption, is the kind of res- 
ponse that will be needed to hold this policy intact over a 
longer view. 


That has been the theme of the Wisconsin Manufacturers 


Association in repeated bulletins to members. It would not 
be realistic to expect that an industrial executive or board of 
directors would venture an expansion of output merely on the 
basis of this exemption. But it may very well be the margin 
of proof required in many situations, nevertheless, remem- 
bering that business is especially vulnerable to the property 
tax because it is payable without regard to profit and loss. 


Every survey has shown that industry must be looked to 


as the provider of the significant job market for young 
Wisconsin residents in the future, those young residents 
already here, preparing in the elementary and high schools 
and vocational schools and elsewhere, without regard to 
population migration patterns or future birth rates. What 
industry does in expansion, or in modernization for more 
efficient output, win determine to a substantial degree the 
welfare of many thousands of young families in the 1970's, 
80's and beyond. 


There is a certain irony in the achievement of this 


unexpected encouragement for industry in a state where 
political leadership has tended to denigrate such policies in 
the past. No doubt, it was easy to approve, with the 
strongest state treasury situation in years that made it 
convenient to use state funds to replace municipal taxes 
removed. Yet in another time public finance will be more 
difficult, and what has been given can be taken away.

State's general salary structure revised 


MADISON — In a time of heavy and mostly 


critical publicity about rapidly rising pay of 
state legislators, there has been virtually no 
awareness of discussion of the fact that the 
compensation and other benefits of professional 
civil servants have been rising steadily and 
generously. 


Knowledge by some legislators upon their 


arrival in Madison of the generosity of the 
salary checks of middle and upper administra- 
tors, not to mention their abundance in the state 
service establishments, has been one of the 
strongly contributing factors to the legislative 
push for pay raises for those who must be 
elected to their seat*. 


The legislature this year also worked on the 


administrative officer salary question, although 
scarcely any word about it has been generally 
published. 


The basic goal was to establish on a per- 


manent basis some logical relation of pay to 
rank and responsibility and to apply the scales 
consistently to comparable jobs. That target 
poses certain questions and, perhaps, an inevi- 
table ingredient of subjectivity. 


List is endless 


Who is more important to the public welfare, 


the administrator of the aeronautics program, a 
health program, an agricultural service effort, 
a fisheries administrative officer? The list is 
endless. 


The men who drafted the new plan asserted 


also that there should be periodic review of the 
scales in the upper appointive job ranges, not 
only with respect to other public agency com- 
pensation practices, but in relation to pay and 
benefits in private employment. 


That is perhaps what is most important in the 


new law. Salaries in the civil service, contrary 
to the habits of mind created by the practices in 
earlier decades, compare very well with private 
industry compensation practices, and often 
generously when 
working 
conditions, 
re- 


tirement benefits and other fringes are taken 
into account. There was a time when public 
policy tended to hold down the pay envelope of 
civil servants with the reasoning implied or 
expressed that governmental employment 
provided more economic security. 


Indeed, a perusal of the new executive salary 


plan of the state must bring some questions 
about values considered, without impugning the 
merits of the systematic plan or. the whole. 


Judge's role crucial 


Circuit judges are set at slightly under 


$24,000, for example, after a long and patient 
wait for adjustments by previous legislatures 
that regularly boosted the salaries of statehouse 
administrators. That will put them well below 
the pay for Capitol functionaries who no doubt 
are important, but are not required to have the 
professional training, or are as immediately 
responsible to public opinion, or in a fair 


estimate, as closely involved with the popular 
welfare. 


A state can survive a lazy commissioner of a 


state agency. A judicial circuit must have an 
able and responsible trial judge. 


Administrative chiefs of the familiar and 


larger agencies will be paid under a range 
extending from about $26,000 to nearly $33,667, 
with the five per cent annual boost that has been 
regarded as a minimum continuing. 


The associate director of the State Historical 


Society falls into the $23,700 to $31,000 range 
together with the man who runs the Educational 
Communications Board, the lady who heads the 
staff of the Legislative Council, the members of 
the Department of Industry, Labor and Human 
Relations Commission who are usually chosen 
for their political clout rather than their 
professional status, and many others. 


Is a $15,600 salary —subject to the whims of 


the electorate next year —for the member of the 
legislature exorbitant in that context? Legisla- 
tors feel that should be considered, and it is a 
fair question. 


Generally overlooked in the new executive 


salary bill is the first assertion of statutory 
control in the state universities system where 
pay has been conspicuously 
high for a 


proliferation of titled positions in the adminis- 
trative bureaucracy. Nobody will have a pay 
cut. But the legislature has asserted that it 
wants an end to free-wheeling and often 
discriminatory pay levels there.

WASHINGTON — Picture yourself as 


the president of a giant corporation 
dependent upon public trust for suc- 
cess. Your vice president and heir-ap- 
parent suddenly calls with a message 
that he may be in danger of a criminal 
indictment. 


What do you do? The odds are that for 


openers you order him to hustle into 
your office so that you can discuss the 
problem privately in detail. 


That is not the way, however, the 


President of the United States reacted 
when he learned that Spiro Agnew was 
under investigation in Baltimore for 
possible bribery and tax fraud. 


The President did not speak to his 


Vice President for six days thereafter. 


How is Nixon holding up? 


This apparent immobility fits the 


pattern of withdrawal which the 
President has displayed toward his own 
problems regarding the Watergate 
crimes. His isolation has seemed to 
increase in direct relation to his dif- 
ficulties. 


The President, in fact, has reduced 


his outside contacts to such a point that 
there is open concern here about how 
well he is holding up under the 
prolonged pressure of the Watergate 
probes. 


His decision to make his first per- 


sonal defense in -three months of the 
charges against his Administration 
under the controlled circumstances of a 
speech from within White House walls 
rather than in the give-and-take format 
of a press conference has heightened 
that concern. 


Nixon was reportedly sharply critical 


of Agnew when they finally got together 
to discuss the latest blow to the Ad- 
ministration. But his reaction must 
have lost something in impact because 
it took him so long to crank up to it. 


Agnew told reporters that he called to 


alert the President on August 2, 
immediately after he received the letter 
frtm the U.S. Attorney in Maryland 
asking for his financial records. But 
even in this emergency the Vice 
President did not deal directly with the 
President. Like a lesser mortal, he left 
the news of his bombshell with Gen. 
Alexander Haig, who has replaced Bob 
Haldeman as the President's chief 
bodyguard. 


(That says a lot about the coolness of 


the Nixon-Agnew relationship. It would 
have been inconceivable, for instance, 
that Lyndon Johnson and Hubert 
Humphrey would not have conferred 
instantly if a similar crisis had arisen.) 


On the seventh day they rested 


Six days passed before Nixon and 


Agnew finally sat down on August 8 to 
discuss the problem in a session that 
lasted nearly two hours. They did not 
talk on the phone in the meantime. 


Nixon's unusually delayed reaction to 


the latest crisis implies a certain slug- 
gishness in the way government is 
functioning at the top. After all, this is 
not just Agnew's problem alone. 


The President is already in grave 


trouble because of misplaced judgment 
in a group of advisers who committed 


crimes in his name. It will not help to 
restore confidence in him if it develops 
that his judgment was mistaken about 
Agnew too —the man he selected twice 
as the single best-qualified Republican 
in the country to succeed him. 


The President may believe that his 


apparent indifference created a public 
impression of serene confidence in the 
Vice President's honesty. But to those 
in the capital already worried about the 
fashion in which he seems to be 
barricading himself against the world, 
it was just one more sign of an inability 
to cope with his mounting difficulties.

Emphatically proclaiming 
his in- 


nocence, the former farm labor con- 
tractor said he lives in faith he will win 
a new trial and prove he did not murder 
25 itinerant workers near Yuba Citv 
Calif., in 1971. That was the nation"':; 
largest mass murder case until 27 bodies 
were unearthed in Texas this month. 


Corona said it is impossible for him to 


think of spending the rest of his life in 
jail, despite the sentence against him of 
25 consecutive life terms. 


"No! No! No! Whatever they accuse 


me fur, i know u is not true, and God 
knows it is not true," the 39-year-old 
Corona said. 


"Why does an innocent man spend his 


life in prison if he didn't commit a 
crime. I think that justice will be 
reasonable.... 


"I never put it in my mind that I'm 


going to be here forever, because it's not 
right, because that's impossible.... They 
will have to prove the truth." 


He said he is ready and willing to take 


a lie detector test, if the authorities will 
give him one. 


Asked if he knew who did commit the 


murders, Corona replied: •"! don't know 
sir." 


Dressed in blue prison denims. Corona 


appeared relaxed and in good health 
during an interview Monday at the 
California Medical Facility 50 miles 
northeast of San Francisco. 


He blamed his conviction on his at- 


torney's decision not to let Corona or any 
other defense witness testify in the six- 
month trial that ended last February. 
Corona said he wants another trial to tell 
his story. 


Corona's former attorney, Richard 


Hawk, had promised in opening ar- 
guments of the trial to rebut prosecution 
evidence against his client, but he didn't 
present a single witness. 


Asked Monday if he thought that was 


a 
mistake, 
Corona 
replied, 
"Nat- 


urally.... I didn't decide (to rest the case 
then). My attorney was sure that the 
prosecutors proved nothing." 


Several members of the 10-man two- 


woman jury that convicted Corona said 
after the trial that they had wanted to 
hear his story and that Hawk's decision 
hurt Corona's case. 


The Mexican-born Corona said that, if 


he wins a new trial, "I will testify not 
only myself, but my whole familv, and 
my friends. We will tell the truth that 
they were a bunch of liars." 


Corona also discussed some of the 


circumstantial evidence against him, 
but he offered no explanation not raised 
during his trial. 


Corona said another prisoner told him 


his name has been in newspapers 
recently because of comparisons of his 
case with the Texas mass murders. 


But Corona said he didn't read any of 


those stories or watch television news 
accounts—"No. No. I'm not interested. 
I'm sorry about how they found those 
bodies. I don't read (about such things) 
in the newspaper." 


Corona, classified as a medium 


security prisoner, described how he 
studies English, mathematics and typ- 
ing for three hours every day so he can 
get a better job when he is released. 


His prison routine also includes 5'/, 


hours of work each day in the kitchen", 
part-time work in the chapel and several 
hours in the crafts shop, making such 
things as wallets and purses, for 
relaxation. 


Prison officials say Corona has had no 


problems and appears to get along with 
other inmates. 


"I get along all right," Corona said. "I 


haven't had any trouble since I've been 
here. I'm in medium security, and I can 
walk the whole institution." 


Sutler County authorities amassed a 


mountain of circumstantial evidence 
against Corona. 


They found papers bearing Corona's 


names in two of the graves of the 25 men 
found dead and a variety of bloodstained 
items in his home, cars and ranch office. 
A ledger that experts said was in 
Corona's handwriting contained the 


names of seven of the victims. 


But there were no witnesses to the 
slayings. 


During his interview. Corona ans- 


wered questions for the first time about 
several crucial pieces of trial evidence 
but not in detail. He said: 


-He did not write the prosecution- 


styled "death list" of names in the 
ledger book, but he could not sav 
whether the ledger was his. 


-That while a blood expert testified 


that three different blood types were 
found in stains on Corona's possessions 
another witness couldn't tell if the stains 
were even human blood. 


-He knew none of the 25 victims a 


direct contradiction of one witness who 
said he saw Corona with three of the 
murdered men. 


Asked 
about 
Hawk's 


suggestion-made both in and out of 
court-that the real killer might have 
been one of his brothers, Natividad, who 
died earlier this year, Corona replied: 


"He's crazy, because my brother was 


not even in this area at the time. He was 
in Mexico. He was accusing my brother 
because my brother did not help pay 
him." 


Corona said he lost "everything-the 


cars, the house. everything"-during his 
trial and that his family is now on wel- 
fare. 


But he said he is not sorry he came to 


the United States. 


"I'm happy I came to America, 


because whatever I had, I had nothing 
when I came." 


Pentagon curtails use of 
enlisted men as servants 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Strict limits on 


the use of enlisted personnel as servants 
by generals and admirals have been 
announced by the Pentagon. 


The order signed by Deputy Secretary 


of Defense William P. Clements cuts 
back the number of enlisted aides by 
about 500 men. 


In addition, it states that "no officer 


may use an enlisted member as a ser- 
vant for duties which contribute only to 
the officer's personal benefit and which 
have no reasonable connection with the 
officer's official responsibilities." 


Such action has been oromised bv 


former Defense Secretary Elliott L. 
Richardson, who has since become at- 
torney general. 


Use of enlisted aides by generals and 


admirals has drawn criticism from 
congressmen who charged the aides 
were used for such chores as babysit- 
ting, mowing lawns and washing cars. 


The directive said 1,245 aides will be 


permitted, beginning March 1. This 
compared with 1,722 aides serving as of 
last January. 


Clements ruled that only volunteers 


will be assigned as aides and said their 
duties will be limited to relieving of- 
ficers of minor tasks or details that 
would take time away from their 
primary military responsibilities. 


The directive spells out the use of 


enlisted aides to: 


-Help with the care, cleanliness and 


order of assigned quarters, uniforms 
and personal military equipment. 


-Perform as a "point of contact" in 


the officer's quarters, to receive 
telephone calls and guests and make 
appointments. 


-Assist in planning, preparing and 


conducting "official social functions and 
activities, such as receptions, parties 
and dinners." 


-Aid in buying, preparing and serving 


meals in the quarters of generals and 
admirals. 


-"Accomplish tasks which aid the 


officer in the performance of his milit- 
ary and official responsibilities, includ- 
ing performing errands for the officer, 
providing security for the quarters and 
providing administrative assistance."

"Theater review- 


Good for families

It is difficult for one born at mid- 


century to write objectively about a 
twenties-style musical like "The 
Boy Friend." 


We are used to more serious 


theater, and the light nonsense of a 
romantic musical seems a bit odd. 
But I was fortunate in that I at- 
tended not only Sunday's Attic 
Theatre performance, but a final 
dress rehearsal given for the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons, who found "The Boy 
Friend" familiar, to judge by the 
extremely favorable reactions of the 
audience. And it'sjrue —the play is 
great family entertainment -from 
grandparents and parents who may 
remember the twenties and its 
styles, down to children who can 
simply enjoy the music and the 
rumaiuic story. 


The play is a take-off on the "girl 


meets boy, girl loses boy, girl 
marries boy" theme. The main 
characters are the girls in Madame 
Dubonnet's Finishing School in 
Nice, and their boy friends. One 
girl, 
Polly 
Browne, 
has 
no 


boy friend, because her million- 
aire 
father 
disapproves 


of 
such 
things. 
Naturally, 


she meets a young man just 
in time to go to the costume ball 
that nigjit. He is the delivery boy 
who brings her costume, and of 
course he is the Honorable Tony 
Brockhurst, who has run away from 
his wealthy parents. But neither 
Polly nor Tony wants to be loved for 
the sake of money, so they maintain 
the disguises of "delivery boy" and 
"secretary." 


There are all kinds of complica- 


tions involving Tony's parents, 
Polly's father, Madame Dubonnet 
and the girls at the school, but of 
course the play comes 
to a 


gloriously happy ending. 


The production has a few sore 


points which mar an otherwise 
smooth run. The more glaring of 
these is the matter of foreign ac- 
cents. Ann Ritterbush does a fine 
job as Polly, but her British accent 


comes and goes. And in the case of 
Jack Mills, who plays her father, 
Percival Browne, his actions are 
quite good, and he really looks the 
part, but his speech is quite 
peculiar and stilted. It would have 
been much better to make Polly and 
her father Americans, as it could 
have been done without changing 
the story line. 


Unfortunately, this could not have 


been done in the case of Madame 
Dubonnet, which is a shame. Bar- 
bara Tungate struggles heroically,
